•Bennctl had won easily in Iwo

Benctt finished third behind the 
governor and Hardin, who was 
making his first race. The other 
two candidates in the 1060 race 
also were political notices. 


His vote percentage fell, how- 


ever, from nearly 70 to about 57 
per cent, and the experts predict- 
ed hc would lose an additional 10 
per cent if he soughl a
